A torrent of new issues is dite 
fore coming down over Germany. 
Three months since the currency 
reform have brought us no less 
than 241 new stamps, not to men- 
tion countless minor varieties, 
shades, offsets, inverted surcharg- 
es, tete-beches, etc. The division 
of the country by zonal boundar- 
ies, believed for a time to have 
been overcome as far as philately 
is concerned, by the issuance of 
the Control Council series, is a 
contributing factor as much as 
ever. 

The Russian Zone holds the 
lead with nine different issues so 
far. More are expected, according 
to reports from Berlin. The nine 
issues contain-a total of 103 diff- 
erent new stamps if the first pro- 
visional handstamped_ overprint 
of which each post office had its 
own, is taken as one series. The 
overprint ,“Sowjetische Besat- 
zungs zone” on the last symbolic 
(Control Council) series was im- 
mediately followed by 7 values 
of the Berlin Bear series with the 
same overprint.

There has been plenty of philatelic activity in Germany since 
the currency reform in June, this year.

After hardly a brief interval 
there appeared the _ overprint 
“Berlin” on 20 values including 
the dove of peace mark values. 

Hardly had the order been 
completed as there appeared pic- 
tures in the papers of a new “reg- 
ular” (they say “permanent’’) ser- 
ies showing the heads of famous 
men. This will be a chance for a 
little propaganda. Not unlike the 
Third Reich or the Soviets, they 
now present the portraits of lead- 
ing personalities, most of whom 
are communists: Thaelmann, Beb- 
el, Engels, and Karl Marx have not 
been overlooked. A few non-polit- 
ical: celebrities will furnish a 
background. 

Exchange of stamps between 
Germany and foreign countries 
has been legalized under a Mili- 
tary Government, Hamburg, rul- 
ing. Stamps may now be sent to 
or from Germany, provided their 
value does not exceed one pound 
sterling ($4.00). Hitherto, the ex- 
portation and importation of 
stamps had been prohibited.

We trust 
that all of the “Ali’s and Fa- 
timas’s” were duly deceived by 
this strategem. 
A double overprint 
has been discovered on the 1 
rupee Olympic stamp which is 
an overprint on the 1 shilling 
issued for Great Britain. At 
this writing, only 120 (1 full 
sheet) have been found.

“Upon receipt of the attached 
envelope (sample sent by Mr. 
LeDuc) tests were made of other 
mail and we found that the torn 
edges of stamps are caused by the 
reverse roller in the canceling 
machine and takes place only 
when there are bulky contents, 
the edge of which is always di- 
rectly under the edge of the 
stamps, and when the stamps are 
affixed so they are low on the en- 
velope to be affected by the roller. 
When the stamps are in line with 
the cancelation impression, they 
do not come into contact with 
the roller and the damage does 
not occur.” 

Postmaster Pearce suggests that 
the stamps be placed properly 
which would mean about % inch 
from the outer edges of the en- 
velope. And please don’t write in 
to argue with me on postmaster 
Pearce’s explanation. Check with 
your local postmaster. 

Now that the Lincoln Gettys- 
burg Address stamp is real close 
some of you are going to start 
looking for data for the’ philatelic 
write-up to go with this stamp in 
your album. Most of you who 
studied your United States history 
where in school know that the 
speech was not very well thought 
of at first, and President Lincoln 
felt that he had failed to deliver 
a true and sympathetic message 
to the thousands bereaved by the 
battle. Of course, we now know 
much better. 

But what do you know about 
the actual battle of Gettysburg 
in Pennsylvania? The battlefield 
of this terrible struggle was later 
converted into a cemetery and was 
where Lincoln gave his famous 
speech. Here are some figures: 
area of the battlefield 38 sq. miles 
...90,000 Union soldiers and 85,- 
000 Confederate soldiers were en- 
gaged...28,000 Confederates were 
killed, wounded or missing, and 
23,000 Union men killed or miss- 
ing...10,000 killed - outright... 
579 tons of ammunition used... 
battle occurred July 1, 2, 3, 1863. 

The cemetery founded there 
contains 24,460 acres of land.... 
12,296 monuments... .3,654 Union 
soldiers buried there of which 
1,608 are unknown soldiers. 








After a stamp is authorized, 
asks William Bellerjean of Plain- 
field, N. J., is there more than one 
design submitted before a deci- 
sion is made? 

In most cases yes, and where 

one only is submitted, it is usually 
reworked somewhat. This year 
has been rather hard on the Bur- 
eau of Engraving and Printing 
artists for a number of this year’s 
commems were “put together” by 
vote-seeking congressmen and 
their “interested parties” without 
any apparent feeling for design, 
color or motif. 
Max G. Johl in his two volume, 
“Commemorative Stamps of the 
Twentieth Century” displays 
many of these designs. Where a 
submitted design is not the ac- 
cepted one, it is known as an es- 
say. Such essays for the current 
commems are displayed in_ the 
“BIA Specialist” a short time af- 
ter each new issue. It is the offi- 
cial organ of the Bureau Issues 
Association. 














Here are five more towns which 
affix postmaster’s cachets to the 
covers of collectors; note the 
Thanksgiving Day influence: 
Grouse, Idaho; Turkey, Arkansas; 
Wing, Illinois; Grubbs, Delaware 
and Deer Run, W. Virginia. These 
come through the courtesy of 
Philip Rosenblatt of Brooklyn, and 
Nick Vrettos of Chicago. 

To get these cachets. do as fol- 
lows. Prepare each cover with the 
name and the address to which it 
is to be sent so placed that the 
left half of the envelope is clear. 
Add a light stuffer to each. Pay- 
ment by cash or. postal note is to 
be made to the postmaster of the 
post office at which you are re- 
questing a cachet. Enclose t he 
covers and the payment in an 
outer envelope addressed to the 
postmaster of the office whose ca- 
chet you want. A short note ex- 
plaining what you want is desir- 
able.

Time For A New Set 


Since 1851 we can trace back over our stamp designs and discover 
that a new set of stamps or a new design has been coming up about every 


ten or twelve years. 


Perhaps the ten year cycle is about as close as we 
can get to being right ore the subject. 


Let us look the issues over. The issue of 1851 except for adding per- 
forating to the imperforate —— was in use until the new issue of

1869 set got in there before the change 
to the 1870 series, but seems to have been 
either intended as a short issue or was 
unpopular and was discontinued. Anyhow 
in 1870 we got the Bank Note issues which 
were in general use with some changes of 
printers and other things until in the 80’s 
when numerous changes of design and color 
were made in some values, due to various 
reasons among which was a 2c postal rate 
for first class mail and some changes for 


foreign 


postage. This issue struggled 


through to 1890 and was the longest lived 
of any of the various issues or designs up 


to this period. 


In 1890 we had a new is- 


sue, stamps of a smaller size and with 
changes of design and changes of paper 
and printers this issue was in use up to 


practically 1902. 
during many periods there were commem- 


It should be noted that 


orative issues but these were merely sup- 
plementary and did not supplant the regular issues in use during such 
periods, In 1902 we had another new issue which ran up to about 1908, 
perhaps the shortest period of any of the standard sets. 

With 1908 we got the issue which continued in use for a period of 
about 14 years, the designs being altered from time to time and much 
experimental work being done in perforating, coils, booklets and in other 
manners that gave us a wide range of variety through this period. 

Next came the issue of 1922 and this too ran for a considerable 
period of time or up to 1938. The 1902 issue is also over a period where 
the greatest change is in the perforation and it seems that we are still 
holding to the final perforation which was finally adopted for this issue. 

We now have'the Presidential series put into use in 1938 and now in 
use a full ten years. No changes or alterations have been made in this 
set and altho the heavy burden of work at the Bureau in Washington has 
made it necessary to temporarily discontinue the issue of some values for 


@ period of time, we are not yet advised as to whether 


hether these various stamps 


will be reissued again or whether as has been rumored at times, an entirely 


new set is_in preparation. 


It has always seemed a rather ridiculous and 


foolish thing that this set was issued in all values from Ic to 22c without 


missing a value. 


It should be apparent to anyone that the main reason for 


this was to find a spot for each of the different presidents and probably for 


no other reason, 


Anyhow the set has outlived its usefulness and attraction and it is 


time for a new set. 


In the past, it was rumored at times that a pictorial 


issue would be put into use and we believe such an issue would be popular. 


While this is yet several days before th 


election as we write this 


copy, it seems apparent that Governor Dewey will be elected. We believe 
that one of the first things he should look after is a new set of stamps for 
general use. Certainly if our Bureau at Washington can produce 25 or 30 
commemorative stamps in a year’s time, we can get out the proposed new 
set and the usual cycle of ten years for our regulaf sets has run its course, 


so let us have a a new set now.

PROVISIONAL PRECANCELS. 

The precancel collector who is 
not in contact with other collectors 
and tries to collect on his own 
will unwittingly save some of the 
provisional precancels. He should 
not be condemned for this as some 
of them are very confusing and 
the best of us often have one or 
two sticking around in our col- 
lections 

A definition and explanation of 
a provisional precancel would be 
well made at this time. A provi- 
sional is a cancellation that has 
actually been used to precancel 
but was not made nor intended for 
that purpose. Always it has been 
used as a regular post-cancelling 
device and there then, is the thing 
that bars that type of cancellation 
from being recognized and from 
being listed in the catalogs. 

There has to be a dividing line 
somewhere. Most of the provision- 
als have some sort of a different 
appearance that gives the collector 
a hint that the cancellation might 
not be a true precancel, One type 
of provisional that was very con- 
fusing was one that fit the stamp 
exactly but it did have a connect- 
ing vertical line between the up- 
per and lower horizontal bars. 

Another type in use now that 
should not be confusing is a roller 
that has wavy lines with the town 
name in one long line which takes 
often three stamps to cover. Two 
cities in Ohio have been using this 
type.

The oak branch at the left 
stands for age and the laurel 
branch at the right for honor, 
which is always in the mind of:a 
Turner, not only in competition 
but also in daily life. 

The pipes of Pan, below the oak 
branch, flute and horn, symbolize 
the musical and dramatic activi- 
ties of the Turners. Physical edu- 
cation is shown by a Turner mak- 
ing a handstand on a parallel bar. 

The symbols below the laurel 
branch, horn tambourine and the 
emblem of jester for the Prince 
of Carnival, signify social activi- 
ties of the Turners. 

The patriotic foundation of the 
organization and the willingness 
of the Turners to fight for free- 
dom is indicated by a relic drum 
of the 8th battalion of President 
Lincoln’s Turner Bodyguard in 
Washington, D. C. 

The cachet was designed. by Al- 
vin R. Meissner, former chief de- 
signer at the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing, who also de- 
signed the American Turner 
stamp, which will be issued No- 
vember 20th at Cincinnati, Ohio.

Catholic Education 
Meet Commemorated 


Collectors who thrive on collect- 
ing religious subjects on stamps 
have an entirely new issue from 
Bolivia of such a nature. It was 
released on the occasion of the 
Third Inter-American Catholic 
Education Congress held in that 
c}country recently. First day of is- 
sue was September 27, the set 
consisting of five regular postage 
and four airmail stamps. 

In the following description of 
the stamps, the first color given 
is that of the vignette, the second 
for the frame or decorative bord- 
er. The city of La Paz, and the 
famous “Christ of the Andes” ap- 
pears on the Bs 1.40 blue and yel- 
low regular, and the Bs. 2.50 air- 
mail in brown orange and yellow 
a Bs. 2 green and salmon, regular 
and a Bs. 3.70 airmail in rose and 
buff depict a man praying at 
a mountain wayside shrine. 

The Bs. 3 green and light blue 
regular, and the Bs. A violet and 
gray airmail depicts the priest 
Don Bosco with two children; a 
Bs. 5 in henna brown and light 
blue regular, and a Bs 4 airmail in 
blue and buff depict two women 
with offerings before the shrine of 
the Blessed Mother; and a Bs. 5 
in henna brown and light blue 
regular and an airmail in witra- 
marine and green of Bs. 13.60 
picture the Pope 
blessing over the building in 
which the congress was housed. 

These stamps were supplied on 
a first day cover through the 
courtesy of the Old Quarter 
Stamp Shop, New Orleans, La.

stamps. Berlin still its two 
currencies, one befhg the West 
Mark and the other the East 
Mark. The West Mark is worth 
between three and four East 
Marks although officially the two 
currencies are at par/ There was 
a period, terminated only recent- 
ly "oy the introduction of special 
stamps for Berlin, where the cur- 
rency reform stamps (Control 
Council series with posthorn ov- 
erprint) which were equally avail- 
able for postage in the western 
sectors of Berlin and in Bizonia, 
could be bought in Berlin for 
East Marks. 

Numbers of dealers and private 
individuals took advantage of the 
situation, got their stamps from 
Berlin, sold them for postal use 
or to collectors in the western 
zones at 50% under the post of- 
fice price, and still had a com- 
fortable margin of profit. This 
cheap source of supply has been 
stopped. It helped some to make 
prevailing postage rates tolerable 
for the “man in the street.” 

Searce stamps reappeared in 
quantities of the post offices in 
Bizonia when the old series was 
reissued with the posthorn oyer- 
print. Some of them had been un- 
obtainable for many months al- 
though they were part of the then 
current series. 

Investigations are under way to 
determine where these stamps 
came from. It is hoped to track 
down the originators through the 
overprint plates used, of which 
there were three. The origin of 
two is now known. 

It has been established that 
high postal officials (four are 
mentioned) in various Oberpost- 
direktionen (Regional Postal Ad- 
ministrations) accepted graft, saw 
to it that the overprints were 
made, and sent a part of them to 
post offices for sale to the public. 
The reward in one case was one 
half of the surcharged stamps. 

One dealer who furnished quan- 
tities of stamps to have the post- 
horn overprint put on, was made 
to pay the difference between the 
old and new values when some- 
thing leaked out. The stamps 
were left to him and he has them 
on sale now. It is a question now: 
Have the stamps been legalized 
by the payment of the currency 
difference? Are they bona fide 
collectable? Or do they remain 
what they were...rigged? One 
should think that they ought to 
have been confiscated. They were 
not.
